(ieee goalscorer 
rancis Awaritefe has 
vowed to bounce back 
harder than ever this season 
after being dumped by South 
Melboume earlier this month. 
The popular striker, who was the league’s leading scorer in 
the pre Mark Viduka days of 1993, was told by coach Frank Arok 
that he was no longer wanted for “budgetary reasons” just one 
week before pre-season training. “I was shocked”, admitted 
Awaritefe. 

“[ thought up until I broke my leg last year I was playing some 
of my besi football. Even when I returned towards the end of the 
season I thought I made an impact. When I spoke to Frank 
earlier in the year before going overseas on a holiday, he assured 
me I was required.” 

Awaritefe, a highly sought recruit, is now stuck in legal limbo 
land, thanks to a court injunction by axed teams Heidelberg and 
the Melboume Zebras against Soccer Australia. 

The dumped clubs would ordinarily have probably been first in 
line for Awaritefe’s services, but it seems that has paved the way 
for Latrobe Valley giants the Morwell Falcons to target him. 

The Falcons have made no secret of their desire to lure 
someone of Awaritefe’s capabilities to Morwell, where he would 
most likely operate in a mid-field role. 

At 31, Awaritefe still believes his body has several good 
playing years left and is unfazed by the travel to Morwell should 
that deal eventuate. 

“| don’t think that’s a big issue,” says Awaritefe of the two-hour 
plus trip to Morwell Falcons Park. “They train most nights in 
Melboume and | think it’s only one night a week where I’d have 
to travel there.” 

Morwell however aren’t the only bidders for Awaritefe, who has 
had a $25,000 transfer fee slapped on his head by South. 

A number of interstate teams are rumoured to be interested, 
with Sydney United believed to be leading the charge. 

United were desperately short of goal-scoring talent last season 
and coach Branko Culina has been a fan of Awaritefe’s ever 
since they teamed up for a goal feast at North Geelong. 

“It is sad to leave South Melboume, I've made a lot of good 
friends there,” says Awaritefe. “I'm being philosophical about it 
though, It’s one of those things that happen in soccer. I'd love 
to stay in Victoria if possible, but if the right offer came along 
from interstate then I’d consider that.”

The giant goalkeeper 
who was sold for an 
equally giant transfer 
only last month by his 
Australian club, Sydney 
United to England first 
division side Leicester 
City, returned to Sydney 
to attend his best friend’s 
wedding last Saturday 
night. 

But the wedding was 
NOT the real reason for 
Kalac’s return. 

The big fellow has been 
quietly cooling his boots 
whilst living in Germany. 

The lanky sportsman 
has been staying with his 
cousins at a small village 
near Stuttgart whilst 
anxiously, and most 
frustratingly waiting for 
the British Government 
to grant him his vital 
work-permit allowing him 
to join Leicester City in 
England. 

However, the British 
Government’s Employment 
Office has held up Kalac’s 
work-permit application. 

According to the 
Government Department 
there is a technicality that 
the Australian goalkeeper 
has not played enough 
World Cup qualifiers. 

Despite having played 
1B full internationals for 


Australia, not one of 
these caps was for a 
World Cup qualifier, a 
technicality which neither 
Leicester City or Kalac 
were at first aware of. 
Last night an 
understandably angry

Government. 

“TI must know within 
the next two weeks so I 
can go ahead and re-plan 
my career as well as my 
life if this hold up 
continues for much 
longer. 

“Tp all this time I spent 
in Germany I felt every 
day that some good news 
would filter through and 
that all this mess would be 
cleared up. 

“But not so, still. 

“In the meantime, | will 
be training with Sydney 
United and just pray that 
any day some good news 
will come through from 
England,” ended Kalac.

Dear Sir, 

Having already said that I 
was on leave in Europe I 
was stunned to find out that 
three teams had been 
chucked out of the NSL. 

Okay, that is oid hat now 
I realise, but why couldn’t 
we have 16 teams as 
suggested before? The 
standard will improve after a 
year OF so. 

This will give players a 
chance to prove themselves 
at the highest level. 

Also it will give them. the 
opportunity to have more 
choice in selecting an NSL 
team, 

T also realise that money 
will be a big factor in having 
more teams. 

Each club would look 
more towards increasing 
sponsorship. Inspite of Chris

football simple and in its 
traditional form. Don’t make 
toc many rule changes 
because of inability of 
players to-score goals.

wo members of Australia’s Under- 

17 world championship team have 
landed opportunities to play for 
English premier league clubs. 

Full-back Harry Kewell has signed a 
three-year deal with Leeds United, initially 
as an apprentice, while striker Daniel 
Allsopp will have a one-month trial with 
Southampton. 

Allsopp scored five of the Joeys’ six 
goals in their four games in Ecuador where 
they reached the quarter-finals before 
falling 3-1 to Brazil, equalling Australia’s 
best performance at Under 17 level. 

Arriving back at Sydney airport with 
the team last Thursday, Scheinflug said the 
pair had shown at the world championship 
they had a bright future in the game. 

He also heaped praise on defender 
Sebastian Sinozic for his efforts in the 
three group matches before succumbing to 
injury. 

Scheinflug thought Australia could have 
advanced to at least the semi-finals if 
Sinozic had been fit to play against Brazil 
and described the Parramatta Eagles 
player as one of the most outstanding 
defenders he had seen in the past decade. 

“With Sebastian there we could have 
beaten Brazil, but losing your best 
defender for such a game was difficult, he 
was the key,” Scheinflug said. 

“They were very ordinary youngsters 
before leaving but have become a good 
unit, and we were a bit unlucky against 
Nigeria (a 2-0 loss) when five players came 
down with food poisoning and I felt we 
were a bit unlucky against Brazil,” he said.

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COOPER'S TERRITORY 


arah Cooper is 
Se cinty making an 
impact on soccer in the 
Northern Territory. As 
Australia’s World Cup 
full-back, she is the 
perfect role model for 
girls and boys alike. 
Cooper is well-known in 
Darwin and the Territory, 
and as Development 
Officer of the NT Soccer 
Federation, passionately 
spreads the word about 
the world game to the 
youngsters of the north. 

After the pressures and 
disappointments of the long 
World Cup campaign, 
Cooper. returned home 
needing a break. “It was 
disappointing — the main 
aim was to qualify for the 
Olympics,” she said. 

“But we knew it would be 
very tough in that Group. 
We had to get a result in that 
first game, but it ended up 
being our WOTst 
performance. We panicked 
in possession — with the 
pace of the game,: they 
hassled us off the ball. But 
we didn’t disgrace ourselves. 
I’m still happy with the 
World Cup — it was a great 
experience.” 

Cooper feels perhaps a 
different approach may have 
made a difference. “We 
played well, especially in that 
last game, We went there as 
one of the bottom teams, we 
had nothing to lose. 
Probably we should have 


gone for it more than the 
beginning, but we went in 
too cautious. Against the 
Americans, we just went for 
it. Maybe if we'd played like 
that from the start, things 
might have been different.” 

Cooper told how the 
‘Australians continued to 
fight to the end, though the 
dream was slipping further 
away, “We didn’t stop till it 
was all over. It was more 
frustrating that certain teams 
in other Groups qualified. A 
lot of people have said we 
were unlucky not to make it. 
But that’s how the World 
Cup works — if you get a 
bad draw you've just got to 
take it. But it was 
disappointing. 

After taking a break, 
Cooper is now back in 
training. With the National 
Championships looming, 
Cooper is eager to help NT 
to a place in the top four, a 
target she dearly believes can 
be achieved. Women’s 
soccer in the NT has a player 
base of less than a hundred. 

“For the numbers we 
have, we should get flogged, 
but we don’t,” said Cooper. 
“We are improving every 
year, and I would love to go 
top four this time. We have 
some good talent despite the 
numbers.” 

“We have one player who 
has just been selected for the 
Australian Schoolgirls. She is 
not specifically a soccer 
player, but a gifted athlete.

She is now playing in our 
senior State side. There are a 
few part-aboriginal girls out 
there who have potential. 
They are natural athletes and 
it would be great to get them 
playing. 

“This year, we started up 
an Under 14’s competitions 
for the girls. They really love 
it at that age level. Girls 
younger than that usually 
play with the boys. The next 


step is to cater for the 14 to 
18 year age group so they 
don’t have to play up with 
the seniors. It’s all coming 
on slowly.” 

Cooper, 25, works mainly 
around Darwin as the 
distances are so great 
between the main centres of 
NT. She has been to Alice 
Springs to hold a Level One 
coaching course and has 
been asked back. Katherine 


has no formal soccer set-up, 
though Cooper hopes to get 
there to initiate the project. 

Isolated somewhat from 
her Australian team-mates, 
Cooper doesn’t regard living 
in Darwin as much of a 
disadvantage. “The weather's 
good up here — it’s a lot 
easier for me to train than if 
I was down south,” she 
explains, “I lived in 
Melbourne for four years — 
I know what it’s like. Here 
I'm closer to everything and 
I can train 12 times a week 
plus fit in other things as 
well. The only thing missing 
is hard competition, but 
there are little things you can 
do to help yourself.” 

Those little things include 
playing against males. For 
the past three years, Cooper 
has trained with the men, and 
this year players in the 
Under 18’s Colts. The State 
Team also plays in the boys 
Under 16’s competition, with 
Cooper also competing in 
the men’s indoor premier 
league. : 

As well as providing 
stronger opposition, playing 
alongside males also helps 
Cooper in her work. “A lot 
of the younger boys have 
seen me playing and they 
respect my ability. They’re 
normally pretty good about 
the 

Trained as a PE and maths 
teacher at University in 
Melbourne, Cooper worked 
only six' months in that 


profession before landing the 
job of Development Officer 
for NT Touch. Cooper 
worked there for two years 
before going to NT Soccer 
nearly a year ago. 

Arriving in Darwin from 
Scotland as a baby, Cooper 
is one of six children 
including four brothers. 

-Despite always kicking the 
ball around as a youngster, 
Cooper didn’t take up the 
sport herself until the age of 
14. “After six years in Little 
Athletics, you get sick of 
individual sport. 1 wanted to 
play in a team, so I started 
playing soccer and touch.” 
Two years later she was 
selected in the Australian 


Youth Squad. 
Cooper at this stage is 
unsure about her 


international future in the 
game. “I really don’t know. 
It depends on what Tom 
(Sermanni) says. He will be 
talking to players about the 
future — I don’t know what 
he has in mind for me. 

Sure, I want to play in 
another World Cup, the 
Olympics, but all that is four 
years away. I don’t know 
what I'll be doing then. If 
I’m stil! playing and 
enjoying it, I’ll probably still 
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push to make the team, But 
I’m not sure I could train 
another four years at that 
same intensity.” 

Cooper was referring to 
the rigorious 10 months of 
preparation leading up to the 
World Cup where the 
demands on the players took 
them away for frequent long 
periods from home and 
work. She missed the recent 
tour to USA die to work 
commitments, feeling it 
necessary to stay home and 
organise the NT 
Championships as planned 
after missing so much other 
work time, 

Coaching is another 
footballing avenue Cooper is 
pursuing along with all her 
other commitments. She 
gained her Level 2 this year 
and hopes to attempt her 
Level 3 soon. Cooper has 
been appointed coach of the 
NT Under 14 Schoolgirls 
Team to compete in 
Adelaide in a fortnight’s 
time, She would next like to 
take on a junior boys 
Tepresentative side. 

A Territorian through and 
through and dedicated to her 
endeavours in the sport, 
Cooper will be around in 
soccer for a long time yet. 


ITC's big impact down south 


evin McCormack started as 

South Australia’s ITC Coach 
in February this year, and in 
these six months he and the 
program have made huge 
bounds in the development of 
the sport in this relatively small 
soccer State. 

Of course the biggest thrill for 
everyone has been the recent 
selection of 16-year-old Dianne 
Alagich into the Australian Team that 
travelled to compete in the US 
Women’s Cup. This is just the start of 
SA’s resurgence into national 
Tepresentation believes McCormack. 
He has high hopes for further honours 
after the National Championships 
next month. “I think we have a 
couple of players who would serve 
well at international level,” he said. 

McCormack led the SA Juniors at 
the Nationals in Hobart last month 
where three of his ITC members were 
chosen in the Australian Junior Squad 
— Anna Ruotolo (13 years, forward), 
Jessica Halfpenny (14, forward), and 
Lynn White (15, goalkeeper). 

The ITC Squad consists of 16 
players in all, aged from 13 to 24. 
The eldest is Sharon Black, a former 
international, who with the 
establishment of the program has 
been re-enthused to work her way 
back up to the top. McCormack 
considers her a real benefit to the 
program. 

Kristyn Swaffer, 19 and Kristy 
Moore, 18 are two more players 
about whom McCormack is 
enthusiastic. Moore this year was a 
member of Australia’s winning Dallas 
Cup Team. “Both would really 
struggle to maintain a place in 


national squads if not for the ITC 
program. 

Suddenly they are putting in some 
excellent performances. The program 
has done great things for them — 
they have been given the 
opportunity, the focus and the 
ambition to go a lot further.” Swaffer 
has given up two days employment 
and Moore has reorganised her 
education to concentrate more on 
football. 

The program has the enormous 
benefit of support from the South 
Australian Sports Institute (SAST). 
They support the program 
financially, plus with facilities and 
resources. McCormack is based in 
SASI’s offices, with the players 
having access to the weight training 
area, the sport psychology and 
nutrition departments, plus athlete 
career education where they can 
receive training in public speaking 
and time management, 

Time management and psychology 
have become vital elements in the 
players’ program. McCormack’s ITC 
players also remain with their clubs, 
which for many of the players means 
having to sustain a very demanding 
schedule. With club training and now 
State training also in full swing, 
McCormack has had to cut down ITC 
commitments. Most have school to 
cope with as well. 

“One player for example has five 
training sessions a week, a home 
program, plus two or three matches,” 
says McCormack. “And it’s the most 
talented who are under the most 
pressure as they have the greatest 
workload. Overtraining is a key issue. 
Up to now, we’ve been lucky — the 


girls are still fit and enthusiastic, But 
it wouldn’t take much to push them 
over the edge.” 

The ITC competes in the local 
boy’s Under 16 competition to 
receive higher level competition. 
“We are very competitive and are 
running third at present with one 
round to go,” said McCormack. “It 
exposes the girls to faster play, but I 
thought the boys would be better 
technically. The boys got a shock 
initially, but now they are learning 
from the girls.” The profile of 
women’s soccer has risen, especially 
in the region where the girls are 
playing, through regular media 
coverage. 

McCormack has not previously 
coached females as such, but applied 
for the position after working as a 
Development Officer part-time for 
South: Australia. “I worked with 
schoolgirls in clinics and schools and 
saw the girls took to the sport very 
easily,” he said. “My feelings for the 
sport have improved even more since 
I’ve started. I think of them just as 
players now, not female or male.” 

With the advent of the ITC 
program, clubs took the view that he 
was taking away their best players as 
they wouldn’t be able to commit 
themselves fully to the club. Some 


have accepted the situation, others ~ 


have not. McCormack feels his 
telationship with the clubs is gaining 
strength. 

The coaches contact him if they 
need help with training programs or 
problems. He is keen to establish a 
coaching association where local 
coaches can gain access to elite level 
coaches and education. 
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With Adelaide the netball capital 
of Australia, McCormack has to fight 
against that sport’s stranglehold on 
female athletes. 

“It’s tough when you're up against 
such high profile role models as 
Michelle Fielke, but slowly and surely 
we're breaking that down, The ITC 
program has created so much 
interest, we are now gaining our own 
profile. Pius Dianne Alagich has been 
getting some great coverage in the 
papers and on live TV.” 

At just 31, McCormack still plays 
soccer himself. In England, he played 
in the Northern Premier League, the 
same competition from which Francis 
Awaritefe hails, In 1990 he was 
brought out as a visa player for State 
League outfit Cumberland United, 
and he has captained the SA State 
Team. 

Director of Coaching in North 
Liverpool in his homeland, 
McCormack is a Level 3 Coach, and 
has been coaching since his arrival in 
Adelaide. 

His working day will often start at 
7.30am and end at 8.30 at night, but 
McCormack loves coaching full-time. 
“It’s great working with the women 
soccer players. And it’s great 
working with Tom Sermanni. 

With his experience, ] am learning 
a lot from him and the other ITC 
Coaches. 

McCormack is excited about the 
future of the sport both in South 
Australia and in Australia, outlining 
his own ambitions. “To maintain 
employment in coaching — past 
1996, to help Australia win a medal at 
the 2000 Olympics, and to raise the 
profile of women’s soccer.

Norway all but secured 
a place in next year’s 
European championship 
finals by holding the 
Czech Republic to a 1-1 
draw in a group five 
qualifier. 

The Czechs kept alive 
their hopes of a berth in 
the finals by walking 
away with one point to 
reach with three 
qualifying matches left. 

But Norway, eight 
points clear of the 
Czechs in the standings, 
now need only one more 
point from two matches 
to go to the finals in 
England. 

Norwegian coach Egil 
“Drillo” Olsen had said 
before the match he 
believed the Czechs would 
play a defensive game but 
the visitors stunned the 
home side with a strong 
opening and kept up the 
pressure with three good 
scoring chances in the 
first 20 minutes. 

The Norwegians, 
cheered on by a near- 
capacity crowd of 22,054, 
fought back fiercely and 
took command with a 
27th minute goal by 
Henning Berg. 

Jostein Flo headed the 
ball to Berg who lunged 
forward and rolled the 
ball past Czech 
goalkeeper Petr Kouba. 

Norway continued to 
storm through the Czech 
defence early in the 
second half, creating five 
superb scoring chances 
within seven minutes, but 
Kouba produced some 
good saves and was 
helped by luck when Flo 
hit the post. 

Norway tired after the 
7Oth minute and the 
Czechs launched an all- 
out attack for the 
equaliser. It came five 
minutes from time when 
Jan Suchoparek scored 
from close range on a 
dazzling cross from 
Martin Frydek which 
wrong-footed goalkeeper 
Erik Thorsvedr. 

Olsen said: “In two 
away matches I would be 
very surprised if we failed 
to grab one point. We are 
so strong on the defence 
that it should work out. In 
our away match against 
the Czechs we won’t play 
much differently from 
tonight.” 

Norway meet the 
Czechs again on 
September 6 and in their 
final qualifier face the 
Netherlands, who have 11 
points.

Middlesbrough, which won the first division title last 
season, Was strong in defence and Arsenal’s second-half 
domination, including 3 dozen corners, counted for 
nothing but near misses. Arsenal showed promise 
despite 3 disappointing debut by England captain Platt, 
but could not find the break it needed. Miller, 
understudy to England goalkeeper David Seaman at 
Arsenal before his 1994 move to Middlesbrough, pulled 
off two brilliant saves from Bergkamp and an even 
better tip-over from a Wright header in the dying 
minutes, Bergkamp was consistently forced ta drop deep 
and roam wide to find space and possession. 

Paul Merson’s lob from 25m two minutes from half 
time almost gave Arsenal the lead as it cleared the 
crossbar by inches, with Miller well beaten. 

But the goalkeeper deserved his escape after a 
thrilling save earlier to deny Merson’s bouncing volley 
from Bergkamp’s shrewdly-judged cross to the far post.

The history of football in Ecuador 


| Nig two brothers, Juan 

Alfredo and Roberto Wright, 
travelled to Ecuador carrying a 
football in their luggage which was 
the first one to be used for 
practice by the young members of 
the newly founded Guayaquil 
Sports Club. Soon afterwards, 
newspapers reported that more 
footballs had arrived from Europe. 
This Is the story, as told by 
Ricardo Vasconcelos below, of 
how Ecuador's most popular sport 
took root. 

The first football match, involving 
two teams from Guayaquil Sports club, 
took place on January 28th 1900. 

The Ecuador Sports club, devoted 
exclusively to football, evolved two 
years later. From this point on, play 
flourished and football went from 
strength to strength with clubs and 
sports facilities mushrooming, especially 
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in Guayaquil and Quito. 

The steady growth of football finaily 
led Ecuador to join FIFA in 1926. 
Ecuadorian football had been organised 
by a national sports association for 
years before the football association 
proper emerged — it did not adopt the 
name of Federacion Ecuatoriana de 
Futbol until 1985. 

The oldest clubs still playing at 
present are Panama SC in the second 
division (1923), Barcelona SC (1925) 
and its perpetual rival, Emelec SC 
(1928). Ecuador’s national team has 
competed in 20 South American 
continental championships, leading 
fourth in 1957 and 1993. Even though it 
has always taken part in the preliminary 
competition of World Cups, it has never 
managed to break through to the final 
competition. 

The nearest miss was in 1966 when 
Ecuador lost by a whisker in a play-off 


against Chile in Lima. Alberto Spencer, 
considered by many to be Ecuador’s 
best all-time player, was a member of 
that line-up. Polo Carrera, another big- 
time player, followed in his footsteps in 
the 70s. 

Nowadays the famous Colombian 
coach, Francisco “Pacho” Maturana, is 
busy trying to underpin the progress 
Ecuador has strived to achieve over the 
years. Two of the outstanding players are 
Alex Aguinaga, currently under contract 
with Necaxa in Mexico, and Holger 
Quisonez, who now plays in Colombia 
since celebrating championship honours 
with Vasco de Gama in Brazil. 

At the end of 1993, Ecuador had 
crept up to 48th place in the FIFA/Coca 
Cola World Rankings but have since 
slipped down the ladder where before 
the start of the this year’s Copa 
America, they were perched around 
Tung no. 70. 


C Milan's Dutch international Marco van Basten, 

one of the greatest strikers of the modern era, retired 

from soccer last week, admitting defeat by a chronic 
ankle injury that had kept him out of action for more than 
two years. 

“The news is brief — I’ve decided to quit as a soccer player,” 
the three-time European footballer of the year told a news 
conference 

I took the decision after speaking to my doctor in Belgium 
two weeks ago when”we realised the situation with my ankle ts 
exactly the same as it was a year ago,” added Van Basten, 30. 

“When I stand up the ankle feels sore, a bit lame. I can’t even 
play tennis with my friends.” 

Van Basten began his career at Ajax Amsterdam and won the 
Dutch national title three times, also helping them to the Cup 
Winners’ Cup in 1987 before joining AC Milan, 

His partnership with compatriots Ruud Gullit and Frank 
Rijkaard powered the Italian club to European Cup successes in 
1989 and 1990. The trio also inspired the Netherlands to their 
European championship triumph of 1988. 

Van Basten has not played since the’May 1993 European Cup 
final in Munich when Milan lost 1-0 to Olympique Marseille. 

That appearance was part of an abortive three-match comeback 
following an operation on his troublesome right ankle in 
December 1992. 

More surgery followed but the specialists were unable to 
repair the damage done by more than a decade of heavy tackles 
from defenders determined to halt the skilful star. 

Van Basten said he had surgery four times on the ankle since 
1987, but added: 

“I don't know if the doctors have always helped me because 
from 1992 onwards nothing has really improved. It seemed to me 
that after every operation things got worse rather than better. 

“T've had operations, water treatment, heat treatment, 
goupunctare and even been to witch doctors but nothing seemed 
fo itelp,” 

Milan general manager Adriano Galliani said that the club, 
owned by media magnate Silvio

But Van Basten said 
he had not yet made up 
his mind.

The player took a final 
bow at the San Siro stadium 
last Friday night before Milan < 
played Italign champions Juventus in a pre-season friendly. 

He described that Dutch European success of seven years ago 
as one of the highlights of his career and admitted that not 
everything had gone according to plan. 

“When you retire, you seem to become a better player in 
peopie's minds. I’ve missed a lot.of chances and played plenty of 
bad matches,” he said, 

“A life without soccer can be good. If you take out soccer it 
still leaves a lot.”

The player is still registered with 
Manchester United but has said he will 
not play for the club again as long as 
Alex Ferguson is manager. 

Middlesbrough boss Bryan Robson, a 
former team-mate of Kanchelskis at Old 
Trafford, earlier denied he was ready to 
make a fresh bid after failing earlier this 
year. But the Russian international 
could yet end up at Tottenham, whose 
manager Gerry Francis is closely 
monitoring the on-off transfer saga. 

The Spurs chief said: “He is a player 
that we bid for at the start of the 
summer but we were out of the ball 
game quite early. 

“It sounds like a strange deal — 
Everton still claim he’s their player — 
so we don’t know what is going on.

HOSPITAL 


Former England 
manager Bobby Robson, 
now in charge. of 
Portugal’s FC Porto, is 
Tecovering at home from 
the removal of a cyst from 
his nasal cavity, said FC 
Porto president Jorge 
Pinto da Costa last Sunday. 

In a news conference 
following the FC Porto- 
Sporting match, Pinto da 
Costa dismissed a report in 
the London tabloid Sunday 
Mirror that the 62-year-old 
Robson had had emergency 
surgery in London to 
remove a cancerous 
growth in his intestine. 

In an operation to 


Temove the cyst last Tuesday in a London hospital, doctors had 
to perforate the palate and pull some teeth, Pinto da Costa 


said. 


“It was not a difficult operation in terms of danger, but it 
was delicate because of where the cyst was located,” he said. 
“He is on his way to recovery because he has the health of a 


40-year-old man.” 


The Porto president did not say if the cyst was malignant or 
benign, but a reporter from Portugal’s TSF Radio said he had 
received confirmation that it was a cancerous tumor. 

Robson, who guided England to the World Cup semi-final in 
1990 and FC Porto to the 1994-95 Portuguese first division 
championship, was due back in Oporto in “one or two weeks,” 


Pinto da Costa said. 


He added that Robson still required some plastic surgery to 
correct the damage done to his mouth in the operation.

England’s friendly soccer 
international against Croatia at 
Wembley next month was postponed 
last week due to the current conflict 
in former Yugoslavia. 

The Football Association (FA), which 
has been involved in daily discussions 
with both UEFA and the Foreign Office, 
decided the situation in the Balkans was 
too sensitive to go ahead with the match 
on Wednesday, September 6. 

FA spokesman Mike Parry said: 
“After taking advice from the Foreign 
Office and speaking to all the 
appropriate authorities, it seems wise to 
postpone the match in the present 


climate. We hope we will be able to 
Tearrange it for next year. 

“I should stress the Foreign Office 
have never suggested we should call the 
match off. It is entirely an FA decision.” 

It is believed that only 2,000 to 3,000 
tickets had been sold for the match, 

Gordon Taylor, chief executive of the 
Professional Footballers’ Association, 
had urged the FA to cancel the fixture. 

“The timing of the game is very. 
unfortunate with young men, women and 
children dying there and I’m surprised 
Croatia are sending a team to play 
football when the situation is as it is,” 
said Taylor.
